pocket, said, “take this to y ou r 
m aster,” and shot the g u ard in 
the g roin. 
According to this v ersion the 
shooting occu rred shortly after 
the Fascist G rand Cou ncil m eet­ 
ing Wednesday nig ht a t the Pa­ 
lazzo Venezia, where Mu ssolini 
has his downtown offices. The 
prem ier had presided ov er the 
cou ncil meeting .

Frank Finney , state motor v e­ 
hicle commissioner, said approx ­ 
imately 8 0 per cent of the m otor­ 
ists hav e failed to pu rchase the 
new plates so far. 
Only 200,000-odd plates hav e 
been sold this y ear, Finney re­ 
ported. The total of all plates 
sold last y ear—inclu ding those 
for tru cks, trailers and passen­ 
g er cars—was 1,001,501. 
“Apparently m any motorists,” 
Finney said, “hav e been confu sed 
by leg islativ e proposals to chang e 
the date for issu ance of au tomo­ 
bile license plates and hav e de­ 
lay ed their pu rchases. 
“Pending 
leg islation, 
which 
fix es March I instead of Janu ary 
I as th e issu ance date, will not 
affect the situ ation this y ear, and 
m otorists are warned to g et their 
19 39 plates before ex piration of 
th m oratoriu m ordered by Gov ­ 
ernor Townsend.”

ary 12. 
One hu ndred children 
were 
sent 
into 
Albacete 
Prov ince, 
sou theast of Madrid, and many 
more were to follow as soon as 
their transfer cou ld be arrang ed. 
There hav e been sev eral a t ­ 
tem pts to v acu ate the • capital 
du ring critical moments of the 
war, bu t its popu lation .rem ains 
abou t the peacetime lev el of 1,- 
000,000, w ith troops coming in to 
replace civ ilian residents 
who 
lav e relu ctantly left their homes. 
Larg e scale reorg anization of 
both g ov ernm ent and insu rg ent 
lines continu ed on the M adrid- 
Valencia front. 
While insu rg ent forces were 
mov ing down from the conq u ered 
prov ince of Vatalonia, th e g ov ­ 
ernm ent’s m ost celebrated lead­ 
ers like Lieu tenant Colonel En­ 
riq u e Lister were retu rning from 
the north to resu me their com­ 
m ands in th e central zone. 
General Jose Miaja, su preme 
commander of the g ov ernm ent’s 
land, sea and air forces, v isited 
Cartag ena for his first inspection 
of the nav al base since the sea 
forces were pu t u nder his com­ 
mand.

W ashing ton, Feb. 17 (ZP)—Wor­ 
ried abou t the 19 40 possibilities 
of a split in their ranks, sev eral 
Democratic senators said today 
they hoped President Roosev elt 
wou ld bid for party peace when 
he retu rns nex t m onth from his 
Caribbean cru ise. 
Althou g h not su g g esting any 
specific cou rse, Senator Brown 
(D-Mich) ex plained th a t middle- 
of-the-road 
Democratic 
sena­ 
tors had ex pressed a wish for 
harm ony . 
I believ e th a t conditions are 
ripe for an attem pt to g et th e 
somewhat div erg ent factions of 
the party tog ether and solidify 
the party for the 19 40 battle,” 
Brown said. 
One anti-adm inistration Dem­ 
ocrat declared any su ccessfu l 
harm ony mov e wou ld hav e to be 
initiated by th e W hite Hou se. 
Asking th a t his nam e be w ith­ 
held, he su g g ested the President 
m ig ht g o far toward healing 
party wou nds if he wou ld hav e a 
series of h eart-to-h eart talks 
with senators who hav e opposed 
some of his m easu res bu t who 
desire party peace.

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OPEN COVENANTS 
Althou g h it was stated th at the secret confer­ 
ence between the President and the members of 
a senate committee held at the White Hou se re­ 
cently was made confidentially so that important 
m atters mig ht be discu ssed withou t arou sing u n­ 
du e nerv ou sness on the part of the pu blic, it is 
ev ident th at an opposite effect has been created. 
So bitter has become senate reaction to the 
closed door meeting and so acrimoniou s the dis­ 
pu te abou t what was said there that the majority 
leaders felt impelled to adjou rn the senate twice 
ov er three day periods in the hope that the sit­ 
u ation wou ld become less tense and that the 
statesmen wou ld “cool off.” 
W ithou t passing on the other phases of the 
meeting it mu st be said that the resu lts hav e 
indicated ag ain th at a secret meeting made so 
for the pu rpose of qu ieting pu blic fears and ner­ 
v ou sness, u su ally has the opposite effect. The 
secrecy of su ch a meeting may su cceed in keep­ 
ing priv ate the thing s which were actu ally dis­ 
cu ssed, bu t it has a resu lt of releasing all sorts 
of wild ru mors as to what was said and done. 
Probably the best pu blicized ru mor, categ or­ 
ically denied, in the present case was that to 
the effect th at Mr. Roosev elt had declared ou r 
frontier was now in France along the Rhine. 
There hav e been other reports of thing s said 
which are fu lly as sensational, inspired no dou bt 
‘by the fact th at the real conv ersations were kept 
secret and cou ld not be repeated. 
After the World W ar1 when the cu stom of 
making secret ag reements became decidedly u n­ 
popu lar, President Wilson said that we shou ld 
hav e open cov enants openly arriv ed at. This 
was a su g g estion th at in the fu tu re ou r inter­ 
national arrang ements ou g ht to be discu ssed 
openly and the pu blic be permitted to know what 
is g oing on. Ev idently this is a sou nd practice. 
The recent mu ch discu ssed meeting at the White 
Hou se is an illu strativ e case. 
There are of cou rse military secrets which 
cannot be made pu blic. Bu t when it comes to 
a discu ssion of ou r foreig n policy recent dev el­ 


opments indicate that it wou ld be better to do 
this openly . 
We are g oing to hear a g reat deal more in the 
near fu tu re on the su bject. If the discu ssion and 
arg u ment on the recent secret conference does 
nothing more than clear the atmosphre it will 
hav e performed a distinct serv ice. 


HOW ABOUT THE FUTURE? 
There has been considerable cheerfu lness dis­ 
play ed in bu siness circles ov er the ag reement 
made by the Commonwealth Sou thern and the 
TVA for the sale of certain u tility properties in 
the Tennessee Valley at an ag reed price of some­ 
thing u nder eig hty millions. It was stated that 
at first the TVA offered $55,000,000 for the prop­ 
erty which wou ld hav e been almost confiscatory , 
while the ag reed price is v ery near what Mr. 
Wilkie asked for it in the first place. 
After the first annou ncement of the comple­ 
tion of the deal there was a brisk rise in u tilities 
on the stock market of the cou ntry . It was said 
that the war between the g ov ernment and the 
u tilities is ov er, that the priv ate companies wou ld 
now g o into the market and pu rchase hu ndreds 
of millions of dollars worth of material and bu si­ 
ness wou ld soon be booming ag ain. 
While the trade for the Tennessee properties 
is satisfactory from the standpoint of price, it 
mu st be pointed ou t that there is nothing v ery 
bu llish from the long term prospect in the con­ 
su mmation of the deal. Certainly those who be­ 
liev e in priv ate operation of indu stry cannot g et 
mu ch encou rag ement ov er the fact that the 
g ov ernment has g one fu rther into the power bu s­ 
iness to the tu ne of eig hty million dollars. The 
declaring of an armistice between priv ate u tility 
interests and the g ov ernment in the Tennessee 
Valley does not mean that the g ov ernment is g o­ 
ing ou t of the power bu siness — qu ite the rev erse. 
There has been no chang e of federal policy . The 
New Deal will press on for more g ov ernment pow­ 
er dev elopment and more pu blic u tility opera­ 
tion. This will mean the sale of more priv ate 
plants to the g ov ernment and the operation of 
more power plants by the g ov ernment at the ex ­ 
pense of the tax pay ers.

Queen Elena attended a special 
funeral mass for Pope Pius XI 
today —the first such tribute by 
the Italian state. 
The day was one of official 
m ourning for all Italy . 
The mass, attended by fewer 
than 2,000 persons, was celebrat­ 
ed in the 340-y ear-old church of 
S ant’Andrea Della Valle. 
The king, clad in grey -green 
army uniform and carry ing a 
sword, and the q ueen in black 
with a long lace veil, sat on a 
dais draped with gold-trimmed, 
crimson tapestries. At the front 
of the dais was a pray er bench 
where they knelt from time to 
time. 
Premier Mussolini sat alone, op­ 
posite and below the sovereigns. 
His ministers were array ed be­ 
hind him. He wore a grey uni­ 
form and overcoat of the Fscist 
militia. 
The premier sat almost immo­ 
bile throughout the ceremony . 
He stared intently a t the altar, 
watching the movement of the 
mass and listening to the mellow 
ipusic of the choir. The pray er 
bench stood before the duce’s 
chair but he did not use it—as 
did few others because of the 
cold.

described as “better” today . Not 
all those children ill are school 
stu dents. 
Decision to close the schocjl 
came after more than 40 p u p ils 
were absent from classes Mon­ 
day . Relativ ely few of those ou t 
of school were strick en with the 
ailment, bu t p arents, fearing 
contagion, k ep t many children 
at home. There are abou t 270 
stu dents in the school. 
Close of the school forced 
p ostp onement of the Su lp hu r 
Sp rings - Kennard 
bask etball 
game a t Kennard Friday night. 
The game p robably will be nex t 
week . 
Health officials had not learn­ 
ed how many cases of the dis­

Dr. W. C. Heilman, cou nty 
health official, said he wou ld

Shelby v ille, Ind., Feb. 17—With 
fou r new cases of smallp ox re­ 
p orted in the city Thu rsday , Dr. 
P. R. Tindall, secretary of the 
city board of health, issu ed a 
new warning to both children 
and adu lts, u rging a city -wide 
v accinating driv e. 
The fou r new cases rep orted 
today brou ght the total nu mber 
of activ e cases on record in the 
city limits to ten, Dr. Tindall 
rep orted. 
“The disease is already in a 
mild ep idemic form,” he said, 
“bu t we can k eep it from becom­ 
ing seriou s by immediate v ac* 
cinations. If we don’t tak e the 
necessary 
step s 
howev er, we 
will hav e a major ep idemic.” 
Dr. Tindall said the majority 
of children in the commu nity 
hav e been v accinated, bu t that 
only a few adu lts hav e tak en the 


already su ggested p recau tionary 
measu res. The majority of q u ar­ 
antined cases, howev er, are chil­ 
dren, he added. 
Dr. Tindall p ointed ou t that, 
aside from the seriou s p hy sical 
effects of the disease, negligent 
adu lts are risk ing seriou s eco­ 
nomic loss in the ev ent they are 
forced to giv e u p their work for 
ex tended periods.
